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DIE IN A HOTEL FIRE 


Fifteen Lives Lost by Burning of 
the Park Avenue Hotel in New 


York Early Today. 


SHU MANY LIVES 


New York, Feb. 22.—Fire early 


this morning in the Park avenue 
hotel and the 71st regiment armory, 
this city, resulted in the, loss of 15 
lives and the destruction of property 
valued at $750,000. The dead per- 
sons were all guests of the hotel. 
Flames were first discovered in the 
armory and 45 minutes later it was 
found that the hotel was on fire. A 
revised list of dead and injured fol- 
lows:

LOSSES AKB HEAVY. 


The nre started and consumed the 


armory of the Seventy-first regiment, 
New York national guard, a fine 
granite structure, 
which, with its 


equipment, cost $650,000.

from the armory. This was entirely 
unexpected atuj. the (police up to that 
time had bent their efforts toward 
removing the inmates of adjacent 
houses on the cross streets. 


BUSHED TO THE WINIXXWS, 
Frightened occupants of the hotel 


soon appeared at every window and 
many were rescued by means of lad- 
ders set up by the firemen. In some 
unexplained manner fire got into the 
basement of the elevator shaft and 
ate its way upward to the roof. 
Most of the damage to the hotel was 
done in rooms surrounding the ele- 
vator shaft. 


In the headquarters of the Fifth 


brigade in the Thirty-fourth and 
Park avenue quarters of the armory, 
a large quantity 
of ammunition, 


both blank arid bullet cartridges, 'was 
stored. These cartridges soon began 
to explode and added to the intense 
excitement. Shortly after these ex- 
plosions had ceased the wall of the 
Thirty-third street side fell inward. 
This crash was followed -by the ex- 
plosion of about one thousand pounds 
of powder stored in the basement of 
the armory. The detonation was ter- 
rific, but the (firemen had been warn- 
ed of the danger and none of them 
was injured. 


Ambulances were called from every 


hospitaMn the district and the fire- 
men turned their entire attention to 
the hotel. A line of -hose WAS quick- 
ly rushed up to the third floor, while 
scores of guests were taken from the 
windows by other firemen on the out- 
side. 


SEARCHED FOB GUESTS, 


The firemen inside found that the 


hotel was rapidly filling with smoke 
and the firemen for a'time dropped 
their hose and hurried through every 
portion of the building in search of 
guests who might have been over- 
come by staaoke. Their search was 
regarded, fOT on nearly every floor 
and in the hallways scores of per- 
sons were found who had been over- 
come before they could reach, the 
open air. 


Hospital records show that twenty- 


six persons were taken to the 'New 
York 
an"d 
Bellevtie institutions. 


Nearly double that number were in- 
jured in their panic-stricken 
en- 


deavors to escape and were given 
medical aid on the spot. Of the 
scores taken- from the windows of 
the third, fourth and fifth floors 
many were slightly burned and were 
hysterical from shock.

Of the dead three .were women. 


Death in each instance Was caused 
by burns or suffocation, with one ex- 
ception. One man jumped from the 
fifth-story window to the inner court. 
His skull was crushed and death was 
instantaneous. 


BNOINES AWOKE GUESTS* 
When the fire started in the arm- 


ory scores pf guests in the Park ave- 
nue were awakened by the clang of 
the engines and crowded to the 
hotel (windows. It was about 45 
minutes after flames were discover- 
ed in the armory 'before they spread 
to the hotel, ..but in spite of this, 
many of the guests -Vere in their 
rooms, dressed in their night clothes 
and sume of them were in bed. The 
firemen, as soon as they learned that 
the hotel -was in danger, decided to 
devote all of their efforts to the res- 
cue of its occupants. Hen and wo- 
men appeared at the wondows of the 
Park avenue side «of the hotel and 
called for help. Mrs. Charlotte Ben- 
nett and her husband Harold, of Al- 
abama, stood on a ledge on the fifth 
floor, just over the portico over the 
main entrance to the hotel.

Bennett was 'terror stricken and 
screamed again and again for some 
one to rescue her.

Father Smith 
returned into ithe building, fought 
his way through the smoke and up 
the stairs, aud conducted the priests 
down the stairway to safety. 


AGED WOMAN'S BODY. 


•The firemen in searching the hotel 


found the body of a Mrs. Mdffanus, 
an elderly woman. It was found 
near the elevator shaft and was so 
ttedly burued as to be almost unrec- 
ognizable, 
Charles U. O'Connor -and 


ffred S. Hohy died of their injuries in 
the hospital to which they -were tak- 
en. Their deaths and the finding of 
Mrs. McKanus' body increased the 
number of known dead to eighteen. 
One of the bodies awaiting identifi- 
cation was recognized by Henry 
iNewman, of this city, as that of his 
niece, Miss Esther Schlessinger, of 
Chicago, who had 
come to New 


York to buy g-oods for her employers 
in that city.

about the body. She was carried in- 
to the hotel by a fireman and later 
was 
taken to fiellevue hospital, 


where she died. Her husband, when 
Mrs. Bennett jumped, fell back into 
the room. He was not seen after- 
ward and it is believed that he was 
•burned or suffocated to death. 


A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


Col. Charles I. Burdett. o( Connec- 


ticut, met death in a terrible man- 
ner. His body, with the skull split 
open, was found lying in the court- 
yard within the hotel. He had fal- 
len at least six stories. 
Col Bur- 


dett had u room oil the eighth floor 
of the hotel. When -the alarm of fire 
reached him his escape was cut off. 
His room faced the court in the cen- 
ter of the hotel. Apparently he had 
dragged the mattress from his bed 
and dropped it to the Toof of an ex- 
tension over the hotel dining room, 
several stories below. 
Then, 
by 


knotting the sheets together, he 
made a rope -and secured it to the 
window. 
When 
his 
preparations 


were complete—they must have been 
finished in a few moments—he low- 
ered himself on the improvised rope 
and then dropped. His design was 
to land on the mattress and thus 
have the frightful fall broken. He 
miscalculated the distance, went be- tod"y' 'srt'n '' 
yond the extension aud was killed. 


Father Smith, a fire chaplain, 


found Bishop Ludden, of Syracuse, 


• in a Toom on the seventh floor of tho 


hotel and helped him to the street. 
Bishop Ludden told the firemen then 
that there were a number of priests 
in the hotel, including Mgr. Ken- 
nedy, also of Syracuse. Father Smith 
returned into itha building, fought 
his way through the smoke and up 
the stairs, and conducted the priests 
down the stairway to safety. 


AGED WOMAN'S BODY. 


The firemeu in searching the hotel 


•found the body -of a Mrs. McManus, 
an elderly woman. It was found 
near the elevator shaft and was so 
Sadly burued as to be almost unrec- 
ognizable. Charles U. O'Connor -and 
Fred S. Hoby died of their injuries in 
the hospital to which they .were tak- 
en. Their deaths and the finding of 
Mrs. McManus' body increased the 
number of known dead to eighteen. 
One of the bodies awaiting identifi- 
cation was recognized by Henry 
Newman, of this city, as that of his 
niece, Miss Esther Sehlessinger, of 
Chicago, who had come to New 
York to buy goods for her employers 
in that city. 


Rear Admiral Joseph N. Miller, re- 


tired, who was reported 
mortally 


hurt in the fire, was not hurt at all. 
He was found by a reporter at 10 
o'clock this morning and said he was 
in his usual health. 


Mrs. Reed, wife of the hotel pro- 


prietor, was rescued early and taken 
to a neighboring residence. Later a 
search was made for her, and when 
she could1 not be found there were 
fears that she had perished. She 
was not hurt. 


FIRE'S START A MYSTERY. 


How the fire started in the hotel 


is a mystery. Many of the police 
nnd fire officials declare that in their 
opinion the blaze in the hotel was 
entirely independent of that at the 
armory; that it -was only a coinci- 
dence'that -the two fires occurred so. 
near together.

and won for it 


obedience at home and respect abroad,

IMPLICATE A JUNK DEALER 


SAY HE BOUCrHT PLUNDER AND 


ASKED NO QUESTIONS. 


JUDGE 
DISPLAYS LENIENCY 


TWO OF THE BOYS WILL GO TO 


REFORM SCHOOL. 


Otto Raber, August Fordham, Pat- 


rick 
Griffin,

Drummoad, 


Charles Bayhouser and Charles A. 
Ehrman were arraigned before Judge 
Louttit 
tfois morning on general 


charges of having stolen brasses 
from the Wtabash company, partially 
dismantling an engine to get the 
goods. All are boys ranging from 
12 to 14 years and, with the excep- 
tion of Ehrman and Rayhoiiser, all 
have been in some kind of police 
trouble before. Fordhatn and Rabar 
were bound over to the circuit court, 
Griffin and Drummond were allowed 
to depart on their own recognizance 
un'der suspended sentence, and Ehr- 


n and Rayhouser were acquitted, 


The statement of their arrest, with- 
out mentioning the names, was made 
in yesterday's Sentinel. 


JUDGE'S TASK HARD. 


The problem presented to Judge 


Louttit 
when he was confronted 


with the <boys,' this .morning was 
one 
of 
the. most 
serious 
he 


has had to deal with since he took 
his position as municipal magistrate. 
As a lot, the boys w»re a nice, clean- 
looking, brigfot-faced and intelligent- 
looking group. 
They -were tidily 


dressed, well combed and bore none 
of the trademarks of the street gamin 
or the 
incorrigible 
youth. 
The 


mothers of two of them were in court 
and friends of two of the others were 
present to plead for them* 
The_fact, 


however, remained, and could not be 
wiped out, that most of them had 
been in trouble before, that -all had 
been repeatedly warned and that all 
disregarded the warnings and previ- 
ous experiences and continued on the 
path they had chosen and were daily 
becoming more menacing members of 
the community in which they live. 
Young Fordham was the acknowl- 
edged leader of the gang and ad- 
mitted to having been arrested three 
times 
before for petty thievery. 


During his examination toe answered 
questions-in a manner that could be 
emulated to advantage iby older crim- 
nals. He answered them faster th^ii 
the prosecutor could put them and 
never once left -an opening for a con- 
tradiction, The juvenile Mr. Ford- 
ham was undoubtedly the smoothest 
witness heard on the police court 
stand far many moons. 


NAMES JUNK DEALER. 


He said that 'he had been engaged 


n thieving for some time and always 
sold his product, consisting- of brass 
and copper, to 'Miller, the junk dealer. 
He said that Miller told him he 
would take anything he brought to 
hbh and ask no questions. 
When 


asked .how Miller treated 'him in gen- 
eral, he said: "He always paid ma 
the right price and gave me the right 
weight. No, he never gave me any 
back talk." He said he did business 
with Mr. Miller on an average of 
twice a week. 


Otto Raber was also a smootfli ar- 


ticle, even though a youth. 
This 


was his second arrest, but he has two 
brothers who have a better record 
than he, but they tare older and have 
had more chance than he <has had. 
He made no denial of having assist- 
ed in the confiscation of the -brass and 
said that he had all his dealings with 
Miller, who ha'd always treated him 
right and did not ask foolish ques- 
tions. 


In .passing judgment ou these two 


boys Judge Louttit said (he felt 
obliged to perform a disagreeable 
duty; he could not discharge the 
boys and turn them loose (again, 
and he much disliked to send them to 
jail. He said that he thought the 
best place for them was the reform 
school and that, - therefor*, he re- 
luctantly turned tSiem over to Judge 
O'Rourke, of the circuit court, for 
(his final judgment, and -fixed 
the 


'bond at $85. 
The boys could not 


furnish, bail and were sent to the Jail, 
accompanied by a request to Sheriff 
Stout that they should be kept sep- 
arate from the common and older 
criminals now confined flt the jail 


ONE PLEADS CHTILTY, 


Patrick Griffin was the first of the 


sextet to' be arrested and was the 
only one who entered a plea of guilty, 
He told all about the theft, who was 
in with it and how it was done. He 
said he was not in the habit of steal- 
ing, although he had associated with 
the crowd for some .time. Most of 
his stuff he picked oft the "dump," 
and sold it all to Stiller. He was the 
first one to make a direct "squeal" 
against Kilter* In 
Answer to a 


aeries of questions, he said that Mil- 
ler did not.use him right; that he 
paid him whatever he pleased and 
threatened to have him arrested when 
he demanded more7 pay for hi* stuff 
that be told him to briny atoythia 
that h* c«M ertfect, Mt that Milter 
did not twat him a* wtll at fa* 414 


(the other boys. 
Frank 'Drummond 


was a good witness and it was 
first arrest, although the police were 
looking for Him aome time ago when 
he fired a revolver at a pawing 
farmer "Just for fun," but luckily 
did no damage. He admitted to be 
ing in the junk bufrinese in a mild 
sort of way and said he sold all his 
harvest to Miller, who, he said, waa 
a handy man to deal with. In the 
cases of Griffin and Drummond the 
judge said he felt there was a convic- 
tion and that he should have to 
assess a fine. He fixed the fine at 
$10 and cost, but said he would sus- 
pend sentence during good behavior 
and then explained to the lads what 
that meant. He told them that if 
they behaved themselves in the fu- 
ture they would practically go ac- 
quit, but that if they ever broke into 
court again 
during 
his term he 


would pronounce judgment and try 
them on whatever they were charged 
with at their next appearance, 


ONLY A SPECULATOR. 


Charles A. Ehrman -admitted that 


he had speculated some iu'junk, bu: 
had never stolen any; in fact, was 
not in with this latest steal -at all, 
but -went to the fire where the boys 
had congregated and was told that if 
he wanted to share in the proceeds of 
the prospective sale he would have to 
pitch in and help break up the 
brasses and help carry them to Mil- 
ler's market. As he had before done 
business with Miller, he thought the 
proposition was fair enough, and he 
joined in with the boys. 


Charles Ka^houser was the only 


virgin in the party. He had never 
sold to Hiller nor anyone else, and 
had never followed mercantile pur- 
suits before, and he was regarded by 
the police as a stranger in the family 
circle which had been collected. He 
went to -the c&mpfire with Ehrman 
and that was about all he knew about 
it, except that he took a hand at the 
heavy work once in 
awhile and 


lelped reduce the brasses to scrap, 


In concluding the cases the judge 


said he would acquit these lattsr two, 
since he did not think that they had 
participated in the stealing, although 
they were clearly accessories after 
<the fact. However, he was inclined 
to let them go altogether, but ad- 
vised them to pay attention to the 
advice of their parents and to avoid 
the associates they had teen in the 
habit of drilling with. 'He cautioned 
them particularly on the latter prop- 
osition <and recommended them to 
pay more attention to books than to 
junk and in consequence fare bettor 
n the end.

THE CONSTITUTION FORBIDS THEM FROM FOREIGN POW- 


BES—MAinr STOWED AWAY.

Washington, Feb. &3.-Very nat- 


urally it was embarrassing to Priace 
Henry to discover that President 
Jtoosevelt could not, as an individ- 
ual, accept the gift which His »oy- 
al Highness purchased for presenta- 
tion at the white house. 


Many of the laws which have lim- 


ited the conduct of our 
president 


since the republic began are unwrit- 
ten; have been respected merely as 
precedents 
established, 
wisely or 


through shallow sentiment. But the 
constitution is clear and 
emphatic 


oa this matter of gift-giving 
and 


gift-receiving between our public 
servants and foreign officials, 
"No

Congress might see fit to authorize

The patent office 'Was for many 


years the repository for gifts from 
foreign states or potentates which 
conscientious presidents were unwil- 
ling to keep. When the National 
museum was opened, at the time of 
Piesident Garfieid's assumption of 
office, such relics were transferred 
there for exhibition. 


Two long flint-lock guns, presented 


•to President Jefferson by the emperor 
of Morocco, weie among these. These 
weapons are smooth bore. The stock 
ofi^ one is covered with 
silver and 


coral; the other with gold. A scimi- 
tar with gold-mounted sheath was 
received by the father of democracy 
from 'the same source and at the same 
time* 


A solid ivory cane, presented -to 


President John Quincy Adams, 
is 


exhibited with these relics in the 
hall of history. 


A Spanish 
sword, presented to 


President Grant iu 1873 by the Span- 
ish republic, reposes near by. This 
is a costly weapon, with Toledo blade, 
steel guard, 
ivory grip and7 srteel

This Arabian sultan sent to the then 
chief magistrate & Persian carpet, 
two Arabian horses, one case of at- 
tar of roses, five demijohns of rose- 
water, a package of cashmere shawls, 
a box of pears, a sword and 121 dia- 
monds.

appears to have ever been .retained 
by Hr. Van Buren* The pearls and 
diamonds were .for a long time stor- 
ed, tinder 'seal,' in the'treasury 
vaults. Some fifteen years ago the 
Van 'Buren family made an attempt 
to recover them and thus was raised 
a controversy as to what final dis- 
position of them 'should l>e made. It 
was determined to deposit them for 
exhibition in the National museum, 
where they have since reposed.

honor was settled at Hoebuck be- 
tween Mr. Chandler, of Philadelphia, 
and Mr. Carlisle, of Albany. Three 
shots were exchanged and the latter 
was wounded in the thigh. 


"A second was terminated at the 


same place between two gentlemen. 
The particulars of this are variously 
related. We give the following as 
the most current and we believe the 
most correct: A challenge was given 
about a fortnight since, and time 
and place appointed, but no weapons 
agreed- upon. When the challenger 
came to the ground he perceived his 
antagonist (who, it is said, was a 
Yankee) there before -him with two 
muskets. This, the Yankee informed 
him, was his mode of fighting, offer- 
ing him his choice of the guns; the 
other declined the musket, as not a 
gentleman's weapon. 
The Yankee 


remonstrated that it was placing him 
on disadvantageous terms to use pis- 
tols, as he had never fired one in his 
life, but if the meeting 
could be 


postponed for a fortnight, so that he 
might practice in the meantime, he 
was content to use pistols, or his ad- 
versary might take the same time 
to practice with the gun, and he

the most expensive item, from the 
nature of the books and the high 
figures asked for them.

£2,980,700, That i& thxee-quarters 
of a million more than ten years ago. 
Moreover, the cost is increasing rap- 
idly—it is over a, quarter of a- million 
more than it iwas two years ago. 


In ten years there has 'been an in- 


crease of 50 per cent, in the number 
of paupers. 


As regards the boarding-out

Nowhere is the cost of the pauper 


so high, as in London. Here

I could show you in 'this city a wo- 


vao *has liad rlieuni&tism for 


twenty years, who has endured more 


and exhau&ted more grace 


than would have made twenty mar- 
tyrs pass triumphantly through the 


If you are not faithful in an 


insignificant 
position in life, you 


would ncifc be .faithful in & grand 
mission. 
If you can not stand the 


bite of a n'Adg*e, how could you en 
duve iha breath of a basilisk? 


I)o not think that any work God 


gives you to do in the world -is on 
tco small a scale for you to do. The 
whole- universe is not -ashamed to 
take care of one little flower. Plato 
had a fable which I have now near- 
ly forgotten, but it ran something 
like this: 
He said spirits of tlu* 


other world came back to this world 
to find A body nnd find a sphere oi1 


work. One spirit came and took tu-j 
body of a king, and did his wont. 
Another spirit came and took the 
body of a poet, and did his work. 
After a while Ulysses came, and he 
said, "Why, all the fine bodies 
taken, and all the grand work 13 
taken. 
There is nothing1 left 
foi 


me." And some one replied: "Ah! 
the best one has been left for you." 
Ulysses said: "What's that?*' Am: 
the reply was, "The body of a com- 
mon man, doing a common work, anci 
for a common reward,*' 
A gooti 


fable for the world, and just as good 
a fable for the church. Whether wo 
eat, or drink, or whatsoever we do* 
let us do it to the glory of God. 


Again we need to bring: tlie -religion 


of Christ into our commonest trials. 
For severe losses, for bereavement, 
for trouble that shocks like an earth- 
quake and that blasts like a stc'rxn, 
we prescribe religious consol ation: 
but, business man, for the small an- 
noyances of last week, how much of 
the grace of God did you apply? 
"Oh!!> you say. "these trials are too 
small for" such' application." 
Mi- 


brother, they are shaping your char- 
acter/ they are souring yOur temper, 
they are wearing out your patient, 
and they are making you less and 
less- of a man. I go into a sculptor's 
studio and see him shaping a status, 
He has a chisel' in one hand and a 
mallet in the other, and 'he gives 
very gentle stroke—click, click, click! 
I say, "Why 
don't you strike 


harder?", 
"Oh!" he' replies, "that 


would shatter the statue. I can't do 
it that wny"; I must do it this way.'' 
So he works on, and after a while -the 
features come out, and everybody 
that enters the studio is charmed and 
fascinated* Well, God has your soul 
under process 'of development, and it 
is the little annoyances and vexa- 
tions of life that are chiseling out 
your immortal nature. It is click, 
click, click! 
I wonder why some 


great providence does not come, and 
with, one' stroke prepare you for 
heaven. Ah, no. 
God says that is 


not the way. 
And so He keeps on 


by strokes of little annoyances, little 
sorrows, little vexations, until 
last you shall be a glad spectacle for 
angels and for men. You know that 
a large fortune may be spent in small 
change, and a vast amount of moral 
character may go away in small de- 
pletions;. It is the little troubles of 
life that are-having more effect upon 
you than the great ones. A swarm 
of locusts will kill a grain field 
sooner than the incursion of three or 
four cattle* Yoii say, "Since I lost 
my child, since I lost my property, I 
•have been a different man." 
But 


you do not recognize the architecture 
of little annoyances that are hewing, 
digging, cutting shaping, splitting 
and interjoining your moral quali- 
ties. 
Bats may sink a ship. 
One 


lucifer match may sand destruction 
through a block of 
storehouses. 


Catherine de Medicis got her death 
from smelling a poisonous rose. Co 
lumbus, by stopping and asking foi 
a piece of bread and a drink of water, 
was led to the discovery of the new 
world. And there is an intimate con 
nection between trifles and immensi- 
ties, between nothings -and every- 
things. 


Now, 
be careful to let none of those 


annoyances go through your soul un> 
arraigned. Compel them to admin- 
ister to your spiritual wealth. 
The 


damage you forvrer. Do not let any 
annoyance or perplexity come across 
your soul without its making yo\i 
better. 


Our national government did nci 


think it belittling to put a tax on 
pins, and a tax on buckles, and ?. 
tax on shoes. The individual taxes 
do not amount *to much, hut in the 
aggregate to millions and millions of 
dollars. And I would have you, 0 
Christian man, put a high taiiff on 
every annoyance and vexation thp,t 
comes through 
your soul. 
This 


might not amount to much, in singl? 
cases, but in the aggregate it would 
be a great revenue of spiritual 
strength and satisfaction. A bee can 
suck honey even out of a nettle; and 
if you have the grace of Crod in your 
heaiit, you can. get sweetness out of 
that which would otherwise irritate 
and annoy. 
The only way to get 


prepared for the grent troubles i.J 
life is to conquer these small trou- 
bles. And I have to tell you, 0 Chris- 
tian men, if you can not apply the 
principles of Ghrist's religion on a 
small scale, you will never be able 
to apply them on a large 'scale. 
If 


you can not contend successfully 
against these small sorrows that 
come down single-handed, what will 
you do when 'the greater disasters 
of life come down with thundering 
aitillery, rolling over your soul? 


Again, we must bring the religion 


of Christ into our commonest bless- 
ings. When the autumn comes and 
the harvests are in, and the gov- 
ernors' make proclamation, we assem- 
ble in churches 
and w** are very 


thankful. 
But every day ought to 


be a thanksgiving day. We do not 
recognize the common mercies of life* 
We have to see a blind man led by 
his dog- before we beg-in to bethink 
ourselves cf what a, grand thing it 
is to have undimmed eyesight. We 
have to see some wounded man hob- 
bling on his crutch, 
or with 
his 


empty coat sleeve pinned tip. before 
we learn to think what a grand 'thing- 
God did for us when he gave us 
healthy use of our limbs. We are so 
stupid that nothing- but the misfor- 
tunes of others can rouse us up to 
our -blessings. As the ox grazes in 
the pasture up to its eye in clover, 
yet never 'thinking- who makes the 
clover, and as the bird picks up the 
worm from the furrow, not knowing 
that it is God who makes everything, 
from the animalcule in the sod to the 
seraph on <the throne, so we go on 
eating, drinking1 and enjoying, but 
never thanking, 
or seldom thank- 


ing, or if thanking at all, with only 
half a heart. 


I compared our indifference to the 


brute, but perhaps I wronged the 
brute. 
I do not know but <that, 


among1 its other instincts, it may 
have an instinct 'by which it recog- 
nizes the divine hand that feed* it. 
I do no,t know but that God is. 
through it, holding communication 
with what we call "irrational crea- 
tion.4* 
The cow that stands under 


the willow 
-by the water 
course, 


chewing its cud, looks very thank- 
ful, 
and who can -tell how much a 


bird means by its song? The aroma 
of the flowers smells like incense, 
and the mist arising -front the viver 
looks like the smoke of a morning 
sacrifice. 
Oh, that >we were as re* 


sponsive! Yet who thanks God for 
the water that gushes up in the well, 
and .that foams in ithe cascade, and 
that laughs over the rocks, and that 
patters in the showers, and that claps 
its hand in the sea? Who thanlts 
God for the air, the fountain of life, 
the bridge of sunbeams, the path of 
sound, the great fan on a hot sum- 
mer's clay? Who thanks God for this 
wonderful physical organism—this 
sweep of the vision—this chime of 
harmony struck into the ear—this 
soft tread of a myriad delights over 
the nervous .tissue—Uhis rolling of 
the crimson tide through artery and 
vein—this drumming of the heart on 
our march to immortality? We take 
all these things as a matter of course. 


But suppose God should "withdraw 


these common blessings! Your body 
would become an inquisition of tor- 
ture, the cloud would refuse rain, 
every green thing would crumple up, 
ami the earth would crack open un- 
der your feet. The air would cease 
its healthful circulation, pestilence 
would swoop, and every house would 
become a place of skulls. Streams 
would first swim with vermi*i, and 
then dry up, and thirst, and hunger, 
and anguish, and despair would lift 
their scepters. Oh, compare such a 
life as that with the life you live 
with your families. Is dt not time 
that, with every word of our lips 
and with every action of our life, we 
began to acknowledge these every- 
day mercies? "Whether ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the glory of God." Bo I address a 
man or a woman who has not ren- 
dered to God one single offering of 
thanks? 


1 was preaching on Thanksgiving 


day and announced my text, "Oh, 
give thanks unto the Lord, for He 
is good; for his mercy endureth for- 
ever." I do not know .whether there 
was any blessing on the atnnon or 
not, but the text went straight to a 
young man's heart. He said to him 
self, as I read the text? " 'Oh, give 
thanks 
unto the Lord, for He is 


good—' Why, I have nerer rendered 


brother, that you have be*n fed by 
the good hand of God all these days 
—that you have had clothing and 
shelter and all beneficent surround- 
ings, and yet have never 
offered 


your heart to God? Oh, let a sense of 
the divine goodness shown you in 
the everyday blessings 
inelt your 


heart, and if you have never before 
uttered one earnest note of thanks- 
giving, let this be the day which 
shall hear your song. What I say to 
one I say to all. Take this practical 
religion I have recommended into 
your everyday life. Make every day 
a Sabbath, and every meal a sacra- 
ment, and every room you enter a 
holy of holies. We all have work to 
do; let us be willing -to do it. 
We 


all have sorrows to bear; 
let us 


cheerfully bear them. We all have 
battles to fight; let us courageously 
fight them. If you want *to die right 
you must live 
right. 
Negligence 


and indolence will win the hiss of 
everlasting scorn, while faithfulness 
will gather its garlands, and wave 
its scepter, and sit upon its throne, 
long after this earth has put on ashes 
and eternal ages have begun their 
march. You go home today and at- 
tend to your little sphere of duties. 
Everyone in his place. So our every 
step in life shall 
be a triumphal 


march and the humblest footstool on 
which we are called to sit will be a 
conqueror's throne.

It is impossible to study tJie cig' 


.•* time considering the whole sub- 


ject of the effects of tobncco upon the 
human system. For the cigarette 
habit is only one form of the tobaeco 
habit. Its ehief peculiarities, as dis- 
tinguished from the other forms of 
the use of tobacco* are three in num- 
ber: 
(1) It is indulged in to a very 


great extent by young aud growing 
boys; (2) thc cigarette, being1 only "a 
little cigar," and mild ancl pleasant 
in its immediate effects, is in some 
instances smoked almost constantly: 
(3) also, because of its mildness, it is 
tJie common practice to inhale the 
smoke, thus largely increasing t he 
poisonous 
effects of thc nicotine, 


which is thc chief deleterious agent in 
tobaeco. 


A 
careful 
examination 
of 
the 


charges often made against the cigar- 
ette, as containing-arsenic, opium and 
other poisonous ingredients, aside 
from those properly belonging: to to* 
bacco* and also as being a 
fertile 


source of insanity and crime, 
hai? 


shown that they are almost wholly 
\vithout foundation 
in fact, beinp 


largely created by the fertile imagina- 
tions of yellow newspaper reporter.'; 
and anti-tobacco extremists. 
These 


charges, it is true, have been widely 
circulated and illustrated by a most 
astounding collection of sensatioua" 
stories. For example, one of the most 
enterprising and 
widely-circulated 


journals in America declared recent- 
ly in its editorial columns that the 
newspapers of Aew York have within 
a little over a year published accounts 
of 00 cases of insanity, robbery, mur- 
der, suicide, convulsions, blindness 
nnd death caused by the use of thr 
cigarette. 
Jt further claims that it 


is prepared to furnish' names, dates 
and circumstances connected with 
cVery one of these eases. 
Charges 


similar to these have been circulated 
broadcast throughout the land, and 
arc religiously bclioed by many per- 
sons who are opposed to the use of the 
cigarette. As a matler of fact, the 
truth about the cigarette is bad 
enough, and does not need to be bol* 
sterctl up by any extravagant stnTe- 
fiicnts or questionable arguments. 


\Vc may regard it as settled that 


whatever harm is done by the cigar- 
ette is done by ihe tobaeeo of which 
it is composed, nnd uot by the rice 
paper in which it is wrapped, or any 
foreign poison which it contains. 


Having thus disposed of Ihis prelim- 


inary question, we are now ready to 
consider the real subject, namely, ihe 
effects of the use of tobacco upon im- 
mature and growing boys. And here 
we are uot at a Joss for evidence, and 
that of a most unimpeachable char* 
acter. 


From the measurtfeejits of 1*7 mea 


J. W. Seave'r found i hat'the non-user* 
of tobaeeo*gained in weight during the 
college course 10,1 per cent, more 
than the regular users, aud 6.0 per 
cent, more than thc occasional users. 
In height thc non-users increased 21 
Jter cent, more than the regular users, 
and 12 per cent, more than the occa- 
sional users. In increase of chest 
girth the non-users had an advantage 
of 20.7 per cent, and 22 per cent., aud 
an increase of lung capacity of 77.4 
and -11) per cent., respectively. These 
facts in regard to the dwarfing ef- 
fects of tobaeeo arc corroborated by 
the observations on tlTe class of J^'Jl, 
Amkcrst, made by Dr. Kdward Hitch- 
cock. 
He found that"in weight non- 


smokers increased during their course 
24 per eent. more than the smokers; in 
increase in height they surpass] 
them 37 per cent.; in gain of chest, 
43 per cent., and m gain of lung ea* 
paeity, 75 per eent. In Vale onl\ 2L» 
per eent. of lliosc reaching: the high- 
est grade in scholarship \\ere users i 
of tobaeeo, while Si per cent, of the 
lowest grade used it. 


At the Polytechnic school in Franco 


it was found that the uon-Miiokers | 
took the highest rank hi every grade,1 


and that the smokers continually lost j 
grade, llenee the use of tobacco was j 
prohibited iu the public schools. It is 
also prohibited in our government, 
schools at Annapolis and West Point, j 
It is stated that one-tifth of all t h e j 
boys who apply for admission to the: 
Xaval academy are rejected on uc-; 
count of irregularity of the heart's: 
action, and this, the surgeons claim, j 
is caused almost universally by smok- 
ing cigarettes. 


Dr. .Francis L. Howling, in a paper \ 


read before the Mississippi 
Valley; 


Medical association, shows, as the re-1 
suit of careful investigations by him-j 
self and others, that impaired vision | 
is one of the common results of I h e j 
habitual use of tobaeco. He conduct-; 
ed a personal examination of 150 male • 
employes in a large toTiacco factory, ' 
all of whom used tobacco. Of these j 
he found that in 45 cases the normal: 
acutencss ot vision was diminished 
in a greater or less degree. In 00 cases ( 
the impairment was very serious, aud ! 
was accompanied with sonic form of i 
color-blindness.

its of Cornwall are about exhausted, 
and the same is true of the deposits 
of Bohemia, Tuscany, southern Spain 
and the Pyranees. In all the vast 
area of Asia there arc but two work- 
able distiicts—one in China and the 
other in tha Straits settlement and 
adjacent principalities, from the lat-

by far 
the largest 


quantity of mstal has been obtained 
in recent years. 
Africa

known deposits and but little is pro- 
duced iu South 
America. 
Several 


deposits have been discovered in the 
United States, but not in profitable 
quantities. Australia and New Zea- 
land contain the most promising new 
deposits, though at present they only 
produce about one-tenth that of the 
Straits.
